ATOM ACCIDENT 
RE - ENACTMENT 
FOR SCIENTISTS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Nov. 4 (AP)—Five Yugoslav nu- 
clear technicians—one of them a 
woman—have agreed to re-enact 
for scientists a radiation acci- 
dent that almost caused their 
death. 

W. Sterling Cole, director gen- 


eral of the International Atomic. |. 


Energy Agency, said at a press 
conference yesterday the acci- 
dent would be duplicated next 
month at its original site, a nu- 
clear experiment at Vinca, Yu- 
goslavia. Instead of the tech- 
nicians, however, dummies with 
instruments to measure radia- 
tion will be stationed around 
the reactor in positions duplicat- 
ing those at the time of the ac- 
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cident in October 1958. 
.Six Yugoslav technicians suf- 


fered radiation burns when a. 


heavy water reactor. went out 
of control. One died. The others 
were flown to Paris for a new 
treatment of bone marrow in- 
jections. 

By duplicating the conditions 
of the accident, scientists hope 
to be able to learn the precise 
amount of radiation each re- 
ceived. Some of them got doses 
that would have been lethal if 
they had not undergone bone 
marrow treatment.

LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP)—Bri- | 
tain is opening its markets next | 
week to a wide range of Ameri- | 
can and West European goods | 
nt seen in this country since | 
1939. 

Reginald Maudling, president 
of ‘te Board Trade, an- 
nounced today that, from next 
Monday, most of Britain’s re. 


maining quota controls on im- | 
ports from the dollar area and 
from Western Europe will be re- 
moved. 

The scrapping of quotas means 
Britons will be able to buy 
American suits, refrigerators and 
cars. . 
However a few quota controls § 
will stay on imports. Among 
these are tobacco, pharmaceuti- 
cals and watches. 

Some Quotas Remain. 

There will be no change in 
existing quotas for imports from 
Japan and countries of the So- 
viet Union and Soviet bloc coun- | 
tries. Controls over imports of | 
radioactive materials, arms and | 
ammunition also remain in force.. | 

Dollar area goods to be freed | 
from quota controls include: 

Machinery, electrical equip- 
ment, scientific, industrial and 
optical instruménts — including 
cameras and binoculars, textiles, 
stockings, imitation jewelry, 
precious stones, gold and silver 
goods, paper, books, periodicals, 
cutlery, clocks and cigarette 
lighters. | 


Although the quota restrictions | 
are coming off, tariffs remain 
and the cost of American goods | 
on sale in Britain will stay high- | 
er than British-made articles. | 

The lifting of the quotas on # 
clothing means British women 
will be able to buy New York- 
styled cocktail dresses and gay 
casual wear which always have 
appealed to them. The same 
holds true for teen-age clothes. 
American cogmetics also are ex- 
pected to find a big market here.

Judges Goodrich and Biggs interpreted 
coneressional intent as, “first, to protect the 
rights of both emnloyers and employes and 


second, to bring to an end industrial strife - 


which affects commerce to such a degree as 
to menace the general welfare.” Judge Hastie 
stated, “In the emergency strike provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley law the primary purpose 
of a temporary injunction is not to force 
strikers to return.to work but'to fecilitete a 
settlement of a serious industry-wide strike 
by callective bargaining.” 

The use of the term “cooling-off period” y 
describe the time durinz.which strikers mus 
return to their jobs under an injunction im- 
plies .an anticivation that renewed collective 
b»rgeining will brine about a settlement be- 
fore the end of the 80 days. But what if. it 
does not? Taft-Partlev makes no provision 
for that eventuality. There has been no in- 
dication in the steel strike that either side 
would “cool off” during the 80 days; in fact, 


there have been indications attitudes wowld 


harden and bring about a resu™ntion of the 
strike after 80 devs. Should this occur, the 
Government would have no legal recovrse, 
even though the threat to the public welfare 
micht be greater than before. 

Judges Good and Biggs construed the 
law ‘in a somewhat nerrow sense as simed at 
getting the men beck to work for 80 days. 
Jndge Hastie looked at the. broader issue of 
the means to be used in settling the strike. 
Thus he seid. “The evidence here shows that 
an injunction would not facilitate and might 
even m»*ke more-~ difficult a negotiated 


_ settlement... .” 


Senator Taft’s idea was that if a national 


_ emergency still existed at the end of the 80- 


day period Congress should deal with it. That 
is why the law recuires the President to re- 
port to Congress in that event. In view of 
this. the Administration certainly ought to be 
thinking about what kind of legis)ation ‘it is 
going to recommend the minute the injunc- 
tion becomes effective, if it does. 


But there is a much better way out of the 
mess, and that is an agreement now on the 
lines of the Kaiser settlement. This would 
not obviate the need for a congressional re- 
view of Taft-Hartley, but it would make pds- 
sible a review under more favorable circum- 
stances. The law should be revised to give 
the Government a means of applying pressure 
before the iniunction stege is reached and a 
wey of finally ending a strike in which a 
struggle between labor and management is 
carried on to the detriment of the public 
welfare. 


Grand Prairie Common Fields 

Lindell on the south, Taylor on the west, 
Delmar on the north, and Sarah on the east. 
The 24 blocks within those bounds form a key 
square on the map of modernized St. ‘Louis. 
Jt extends almost to the St. Louis University 
campus and is linked by it to the Mill Creek 
area. It runs into the West End and is linked 
by it to Forest Park. Thus it connects one 
of our finest neighborhoods with the section 
now being rehabilitated. Brightened up it- 
self, it would give St. Louis a handsome cen- 
tral axis running from the riverfront to the 
city limits. | 

A group is being formed for this purpose 
under the name of the Grand Prairie Common 
Fields Organization. This is a reminder of 
the earliest use of the area west of Grand. 
Tentative plans call for rehabilitation of exist- 
ing structures and a minimum of demolition. 
This should mean a reversal of the gradual 
deterioration of the neighborhood at a frela- 
tively moderate cost. 7 

The project is being encouraged by John 
M. Poland of the City Plan Commission. It 
should be well conceived and energetically 
pushed—for the sake of property owners with- 
in the 24 blocks and for its effect on the city 
as a whole. It could prove that one city neigh- 
borhood need not degenerate into a slum 
while a slum elsewhere is being reclaimed. 


Concession on Underground Tests 

The Soviet Union’s agreement to a reap- 
praisal of methods for policing underground 
nuclear blasts is grudging and accompanied 
by a heavy. barrage of propaganda, but at least 
it is an agreement. Coming, as it does, on 
the heels of a.proposal by Senator Hurmphrey 
to compromise differences on this chronic 
point of conflict, it offers hope for a major 
breakthrough in the nuclear tests suspension 
talks at Geneva. 

Soviet Delegate Tsarapkin, making the con- 
cession as wungraciously as possible, says 
United States Delegate Wadsworth had threat- 
ened to “bring about the collapse of the nego- 
tiations” unless the U.S.S.R. agreed to the 
re-examination; and “to save the conference 
from collapse, we agreed.” The plainer facts 
are, of course, that ‘the Soviet Union’s stub- 
born refusal to consider new data on detec- 
tion of underground blasts has been threaten- 
ing for months to scuttle the conference. 


Now that the latest facts about underground 
detection are at last to be looked at, we hope 
that this important but not necessarily Hercu- 
lean part of the work can be carried forward 
without groans, recriminations, or sound of 
dragging feet. Senator Humphrey has pointed 
a way by proposing that underground explo- 
sions of more than five kilotons be barred at 
once and that the conference then proceed to 
work out a convention for barring under- 
ground blasts of less than five kilotons. The 
purpose of the congressional disarmament 
subcommittee chairman’s proposal is to bring 
on-site within the limited number 
the.Soviets have shown any willingness to ac; 
cept. It is small.earth shocks which would 
require the most numerous on-site inspec- 
tions, since they are harder to identify than 
are stronger shocks. 

Senator Humphrey also suggests a. formula 
for exte the voluntary suspension of 
tests. The United States and the United 
Kingdom have suspended through Dec. 31 and 
the Soviet Union has agreed to suspend while 
the West does. There is little prospect that 
the outcome of the Geneva talks will be fore-

But the need for solu- 
tions to speed the area’s laggirig rate of eco- 
nomic growth is so great that no method of 
eliminating its causes ought to be written 
off. If Mr. McNary and Mr. Parker have any 
specific ideas they ought to speak out’ 
promptly. 

It should be borne in mind that the most 
urgent and all-embracing issue confronting 
the entire metropolitan area is its rate of 
economic growth. The undeniable fact is that 
our rate of growth has lagged behind that of 
competing metropolitan areas and the nation. 
The clear certainty ig that unless vigorous 
steps are taken to attract new industry on a 
large scale, a growing population will face 
increasingly severe pressures in organizing 
the support of adequate public services. 

This problem will not be met merely by 
tinkering with ‘government for the sake of 
reform. Grandiose schemes to sweep away all 
existing local governments and replace them 
with a new one should not be permitted to 
divert attention from the pressing immediate 
task of broadening the community’s economic 
base. 


Whatever method the District’s opponents 
now can agree on, if any, will not be cheap. 
No government can provide new services 
without cost. Even “co-operation” has its 
price tag. And so does the status quo. 


Costs aside, the principal barrier to change 
is the opposition of those politicians and 
voters who want no solution, who think St. 
Louis county is an island to itself and who 
give the impression of being unwilling to 
listen to rational argument fn behalf of any 
kind of partnership with the city. The coun- 
ty’s present and historical attitude may be 
difficult to overcome. But metropolitan prog- 
ress demands it. 


The Six Ahead of Schedule 


International strains would be amazingly 
abated if nations could reach agreement as 
expeditiously as France, Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Belgium and Luxembourg—the 
six of the Common Market—did on their trade 
relations. Their commercial alliance was 
not to become fully effective until 1970. Now 
1965 is being urged as the target date. There 
are hopes that it will be met. And this short- 
ens the time available to the United States 
and other non-members for getting into step. 

Remarkably, much pressure for the speed- 
up comes from the Patronat Francais, the 
French employers’ association. France had 
been expected to be the slowest. of the part- 
ners. Some fear persists that the burdens 
of the Algerian war still may handicap the 
French in meeting their obligations. 


Although the first mytual tariff cuts went 
into effect only on Jan. 1, Common Market 
exports for the first half of the year are up 
9.5 per cent. Imports are up 9.4 per cent. 
These figures apply to trade between the Six. 
Even more éncouraging is a rise of 4.5 per 
cent in exports and 9.5 per cent in imports in 
their trading with non-members. The more 
rapid rate of the increase in imports answers 
—at least for the time being—the charge that 
the Common Market is discriminatory. . 


The Common Market is tearing down the 
trade barriers—and also the political barriers 
—which so long have divided Europe. It is 
creating, in effect, a new nation with 100,- 
000,000 more people than live in the United 
States. That will be a magnificent achieve- 
ment for the West. 


A Committee for a Committee 


An important task unfinished by the 1959 
Legislature will be undertaken soon by an 
interim committee on roads. This group will 
hold public hearings across the state, and 
study an exhaustive engineering report pre- 
pared by an outside agency but paid for by 
the State Highway Commission. Then the 10 
committee members will try to resolve the 
disputes which balked legislative action on a 
new road program despite evidence of need 
for it—disputes over gas taxes and state aid 
for rural roads, disputes involving the oil and 
truck lobbies and county judges. 


To help with this task the committee is ex- 
pected to name an advisory committee of rep- 
resentative citizens. The question is what or 
whom the citizens will represent. It would be 
a mistake to name a committee representing 
groups with a special interest in highway 
building or taxes or rural or urban roads; the 
advice from such a group would be special 
advice of a conflicting nature which has 
always hampered road policy. Other states 
have in similar instances appointed advisory 
committees of disinterested citizens repre- 
senting only one interest—the public interest. 

Missouri needs to review all the facets of 
its road system, including tax matters and 
rural roads. But these ought to be reviewed 


in terms of what is best for the people of Mis- —

prescribed firearms deer 
season, no person, other than 
the holder of a valid deer hunt- 
ing permit or a farmer, as 
defined in this Code and only 
upon the land on which he 
resides, shall pursue or take 
wildlife other than waterfowl 
with firearms other than a 
shotgun and shot not larger 
than Number 4.” 


A simplification of the quoted 
regulation is that squirrels and 
rabbits cannot be hunted with 
a rifle during the six-day pe- 
riod. But quail and both species 
of small game may be taken 
with a shotgun if No. 4 or 
smaller shot is used. Water- 
fowl, of course, may not be 
taken with a rifle but any size 
shot that suits the huntef’s 
fancy is legal for ducks and 
geese. 


As Jim Keefe, chief of the 
Conservation Commission’s In- 
formation Section, expressed it, 
“All open seasons remain open 
during the gun deer season.’ 
If the sportsman, takes small 
game, he must have a regular 
hunting permit. If the hunting 
is confined to deer, a “deer 
tag” is sufficient. 

Some 5000 deer tag: will be 
sold this season, but a large 
number of nimrods are not 
interested in-big-game hunting. 
The 50-day duck season opens 
Friday at noon.

The complaint arose when a 
French general inspecting Lao- 
tian recruits was angered be 
cause troops saluted him in 
American instead of French 
style.

Under an agreement signed in 
July by France, the United

The Americans here are tem- 
porarily removed from army 
rolls and are in Laos as civil- 
ians. Each group of eight is re- 
puted to be capable of fully 
training a whole battalion. 

“The Americans trained a 
group of non-commissioned offi- 
cers as they were supposed to 
do. Then they had nothing to do, 
so they started training re- 
cruits,”” said the informant. ° 

“They put them through ob- 
stacle courses and taught them 
how to handle their weapons 
and the French were furious be- 
cause they had intruded on 
French territory,” he added. 

The French general put Neal- 
son on report, the source de- 
clared. 

Laos Complains About French. 

Laotian Government sources 
earlier complained that the 
French were neglecting their re- 

sponsibilities and not carrying 
out their programs fast enough. 

It is no secret that there is 
some ill feeling in Luang Pra- 
bang between the Americans and 
the French, who are reported to 
have been slow in getting start- 
ed in their tactical training. 

The general feeling here, how- 
ever, is that if Laotian soldiers 
are going to fight the pro-Com- 
e munist Pathet Lao, in revolt 
since Mid-July, they had better 
be trained quickly, and it is not 
important who does what part 
of the instruction. , 

The military source said: 

“Before, all ‘the Americans 
could do was point and say: 
‘This is a carbine, this is a bolt’, 
and so on, naming the parts. 
They took things apart and put 
them together but couldn’t teach 
how they worked. 

“There are Laotian soldiers 
who have never fired their weap- 
ons.” 

The informant inditated there 
is a possibility agreement will be 
reached among the French, 
Americans and Laotians to per- 
mit Americans to continue in- 
structing in some tactical work 
to help speed the program. 

The United States team here 
is one of four in various parts 
of Laos.

ACCIDENT RATE 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4 (AP)—A 
Specialist in muclear medicine 
said yesterday that while the 
number of: radiation accidents is 
small, the rate already is a 
hundred times that of automo- 
bile aecidents. 

“With the probability of acci- 
dents increasing with each new 
device for producing radiation 
and with an increased potential- 
ity for the deliberate destructive 
use Of radiation, physicians must 
be ready to treat radiation just 
as they are ready to treat every 


other affliction,” Dr. Marshall 
Brucer said. 


Dr. Brucer is chairman of the 
medical division of ashe Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Stud- 
ies. He addressed the seventieth 


annual meeting of the Associa- | 


tion of American Medical Col- 
leges. He said he thinks the 
same kind of training a physi- 
cian receives to. estimate the 
dose of a drug, food, dritk or 
poison is necessary in nuclear 
medicine.

In the Cleveland area, a Cuya- | 
hoga county charter amendment 
which would have increased the | 
authority of the county goVern- 
ment over the city and its sub- 
urbs was beaten. | 


Elsewhere, voters decided a 
variety of special issues. | 

In Miami, Fla., Dade county’s 
sheriff and tax assessor lost 
their bid to break free of metro- 
politan government. 

Complete but unofficial returns 
showed an amendment making 
the assessor an elected official 
beaten 53,751 to 38,665. The 
amendment making the sheriff 
an elected official lost 52,880 to 
41,765. Both officials now are | 
appointed. 

Voters also turned down three | 
other amendments to the metro 
charter, Forces against the 
amendments argued they would 
cut into the home rule metro ex- 
periment. 

Erie county, N.Y., however, 
voted 2 to 1 for a county char- 
ter providing an elected chief

embraces the city of Buffalo. | 

New York City voters led the | 
opposition that defeated a consti- | 
tutional amendment to permit 
their city to exceed its debt)

Passed by a solid margin was 
an amendment to allow the state 
to rum a superhighway through 
a small section of state-protect- 
ed forest lands in the Adiron- 
dack mountains. 


In New Jersey voters defeat- 
ed Gov. Robert B. Meyner’s| 
turnpike transit plan. They ap- 
proved a $66,800,000 college bond | 
issue and legalized games of | 
chance in some communities. — 

The transit plan defeat was 
Meyner’s first major setback. He | 
failed to convince ‘the voters | 
that New Jersey’s railroads and’ 
other public transportation | 
should be aided with millions of | 
dollars in New Jersey turnpike 
surplus revenues.

BERLIN, Nov, 4 (UPI)—A So- 
viet Embassy spokesman dis- | 
claimed responsibility today for | 
any East German flags that may | 
fly in West Berlin on the Nov. | 
6-9 anniversary of. the Bolshevik 
revolution. 

The statement appeared to be | 
an indirect rejection of an Amer- | 
ican warning to the Soviets 
against allowing East German 
Communists to raise the flags | 
over West Berlin elevated rail- 
way Stations. this weekend. 

The elevated railway is con- 
trolled by East Berlin and 
clashes broke out between West 
Berlin »olice and Communists 
last Oct. 7 when the Communists 
hoisted flags to observe the East 
Berlin. government’s anniver- 
sary. | 

The Soviet spokesman did not 
specifically reject overtures to 
discuss the problem made Mon- 
day by United States Army Maj. | 
Gen. Barksdale Hamlett of the 
Berlin garrison: He said only 
that ‘‘this matter is not the con- 
cern of a foreign diplomatic rep- 
rentation in the German Demo- 
cratic Republic.” In _ other 
words, it was none of Russia’s | 
business what the East Ger- 
mans do.

This disease strikes three men for every one woman. . It 
is usually seen at or after middle age. It’s a rather curious 
one that it consists of having too many red cells in the blood, 
the opposite of anemia. Normally there are 4,500,000 to 
5,000,000 red'cells in a cubic centimeter; if the count is over 
6,500,000, we consider the case as being polycythemia. 


The symptoms are on the general side—possibly 
some weakness, headaches, dizziness, indefinite stom- 
ach distress, bloating, gassiness, sometimes easy 
bruising, and itching. These are not necessarily the 
kinds of symptoms that are definite enough to send 
a patient off to the doctor, you see. The result is
